In «ir remarks upon this subject yester- 


day, w« showed from official returns that 
8»e States only of the whole Union pail 
their own postal expenses, and that these 
Av« not only did that, but paid into the 
troaanry a surplus of 8700,000. In addi- 
tion to this, these five States are called up- 
ot. to b«»r their burden of the general de- 
ficiency, which, if we suppose it distribut- 
ed according to Secretary Outline's esti 
mat* oftaiable property, (Report on tht 
FiuuttM, 1835-6,) will draw from them a 
contribution of at least $000,000. (We 
uadenuted yesterday the amount overpaid 
by Rhode Island, which on this basis will 
bt, in til, more than fifty thousand dol- 
)«n.) It was further shown that a uniform 
incrMM'of rates, instead of helping the 
roatMr, would only make the unjust dis- 
criinraatfcn against our own State and those 
in liki circumstances, still greater. 


Before we leave these very interesting 


fiffurw, there is one more aspect in which 
they deserve to be studied. In what 
S'ate»ia the labor of carrying the mails 
best ptid ? To test this accurately and 
fairly *e curt reduce the mail-service U- 
the number of miles actually travelled, from 
ontnd of the year to the other,in eachState, 
end we how much each m:le costs. 
If 


there a any it/justice in thi?, it is against 
the compact and thickly settled State!. 
Mile for mile, transportation of the mails 
should of course cost more where the mails 
weigh tons every day, than where they are 


for the most part contained in bags which 
a man can carry over his arm or under a 
ivsgoQ-Beat. Yet from the same official 
report*, we find the result to be decidedly 
the contrary. Those States where the 
rnaili are heaviest and most remunerative, 


t<re those where the labor of carrying them 
is wont paid. In New England the aver- 
age ply for transportation is little over five 
cenU per mile; in New York, New Jersey, 
Penniylvania and Delaware it averages 
about i:x cents per mile; in the western 
Jree States about seven. 
All these carry 


the mail for less than the average price 
throughout the Union, which is about sev- 
en and a half cents per niiie. Now on the 
other hand let us look at the Southern 
States, whi..-li are without exception heavy 
burdens on the common fund, and see hovr 
they «re paid for their labor. Kentucky 
and Tmnes'ee alone receive less than the 
average price, ranking in thnt respect with 
the belt paid free States, i. e. about seven 
cents per mile. 
Virginia, the Carolinas 


and Georgia get about nine cents per mile j 
Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Tens from ten to twelve cents per 
tni'.e ;and in Louisiana mid Florida the 
pay amounts to no less than twenty-five 
cents for every mile travelled ! 


We leave out the Pacific states and the 


territories in these calculations, as we did 
jf Bttrday, because their needs are peculiar, 
and because they have a. claim on the 
whole Union for special encouragement. 
But we cannot help remarking that anioL'g 
these the compensation paid varies almost 
exactly in proportion to their dependence 
en the Administration. 
Just so fast as 


they shew a disposition to think and act 
for themselves, as certain is it that they 
ri-ceii« less and less wages for labor per- 
formed. Kansas receives less than ten 
ctnt» per mile for m°ils carrisd within her 
borders, about the same with South Caro- 
lina ; Nebraska about fourteen cents, Utah 
siity-iiz cents, and New Mexico, whoae 
whole mail cm be carried by a man or two 
on horseback has more than a dollar for 
every mile of travel. The Pacific mails 
(the overland route not comprised) aveiage 
twenty cents. 


We think these calculations, roughly 


mads it is true, but correct within fractions 
con le»re but one impression : that the 
portal arrangements of the Union are

have read : 


LECTURE ox Music.—The crowded state 


of our columns since Monday, has prevent- 
ed cur giving the lecture of Mr. Toiitjee 
the notice which it deserves; and even 


now we are constrained to devote to it much 
leis space than we could wish. 


After some preliminary remarks, hall 


apologetical, for appearing before an audi- 
ence in thi (to him) new character of lec- 
turer, Mr. T. proceeded to the considera- 
tion of his subject. 


Music, he said, was a noble science. 
It 


was an emotional being, having an elevat- 
ed origin, though like its intellectual sister 
Poetry, often lorcid to become the hand- 
maid of debasing sensualism. The panto- 
mimes of the theatre, the buffoonery of the 
circus, and the minstrelsy of those who 
make an occasional advent among us under 
the assumed name of artistes, to exhibit 
the peculiarities of negro life, display a la- 
mentable perversion of the true design ol 
musical talent. The people, he said, while 
they begrudged the trifle required to sus- 
tain intellectual and classical entertain- 
ments, will without demur pay largely for 
pantomimic buffoonery. Music was designed 
to subserve a higher purpose than to pam- 
per the debased passions of our nature. II 
was born in heaven when " the morning 
stars sang, together and ai! the sons of God 
shouted for joy." 
Music was bom to cele- 


brate the praise of God, and to add lofty 
expression to the devotion and revtrence 
of cherubim and seraphim; and on earth, 
Music has made her advert in close and 
appropriate alliance with religion. 
No 


heart was so adamantine, but it could be 
moved, mellowed and inspired by music.— 
The lecturer then went on to demonstrate 


•why this was so, and why Music exercises 
the influence it does on the realms of emo- 
tion. 


The closing portion of the lecture was 


devoted to nn exposition of a reformatory 
movement in the manner of teaching 
Mu- 


sic, which has obtained a strong foothold 
throughout this country, and which Mr. 
Tourjee thinks has done much to retard 
the cultivation of musical science. 
He 


considers the European system much more 
simple,, and has consequently introduced it 
in this city, maintaining that by it the prin- 
cipal difficulties in the way of the acquire- 
ment by pupils of the science of music are 
removed. It abolishes the transposition of 
sylables, a failuie to comprehend which ha 
discouraged so many in their attempts to 
master the science. 


The lecture was largely attended, every 


seat being filled. The matter of the lec- 
ture was excellent. 


Mr. Tourjee has done,and is doing.much 


to advance the cause of music in Newport, 
and we wish him that success which his 
zeal and talent so richly merit. 


At its close, Master James Wilson, n;>ed 


15 vcars, executed with aumir.-.bl" skill on 
th* piano. Lri JT?r-:-i!!v>c Fr.rtasis Bri!- 
liante. lie was warmly applauJed, and 
an attempt made by the audience to bring 
him out the second time, but without suc- 
coss.
